POPULATION 


In  1967  the  population  of  the  Borough  of  Aldeburgh  increased 
by  30  to  3,100,  which  is  the  highest  figure  to  be  attained  during 
the  period  covered  by  my  records.  As  I have  remarked  in  the  past 
the  upward  trend  of  the  population  is  extremely  slow  and  a balance 
seems  to  be  maintained  between  immigration  and  births  on  one  hand 
and  emigration  and  deaths  on  the  other. 

BIRTHS 

Live  births  numbered  39  which  is  an  increase  of  4 over  the 
previous  year.  The  resulting  Live  Birth  Rate,  adjusted  for  comparison, 
is  13*86  per  1,000  population.  The  corresponding  figure  for  England 
and  Wales  is  17.20. 

There  were  no  Still  Births  reported. 
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DEATHS 


There  were  rather  fewer  - at  53  - as  compared  with  67  in  1966. 

The  main  feature  was  the  marked  disparity  between  males  and  females, 
the  latter  outnumbering  the  males  by  nearly  two  to  one.  The  adjusted 
death  rate  was  10,09  per  l,ooo  when  compared  with  the  figure  of  11.2 
for  England  and  Wales.

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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE 


Once  again  the  incidence  of  notifiable  disease  in  the  area  was 
negligible,  A total  of  two  cases,  both  of  measles,  was  notified 
in  September.  These  were  aged  3y  and  1-g-  years. 

The  recent  introduction  of  a vaccine  against  measles  should  go 
far  towards  eliminating  this  annoying  complaint. 

During  1967  no  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  infection  were  reported 
and  two  cases  were  removed  from  the  register,  leaving  a total  of  three 
existing  cases  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  figures  are  extremely  gratifying.

Holiday  Caravan  sites  are  a popular  feature  of  many  seaside 
towns  and  the  site  in  Aldeburgh  is  no  exception.  The  site  is  well- 
maintained  and  no  complaints  were  received  about  any  aspect  of  its 
equipment  or  organisation  during  the  year. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  town  supply  is  derived  from  shallow  wells  situated  to  the 
west  of  the  town.  While  this  source  has  in  the  past  provided  a water 
of  acceptable  standards  and  in  an  adequate  amount,  we  must  remember 
that  the  demand  for  water  tends  to  increase  and  this  will  entail 
increased  obstruction. 

To  my  mind  the  occasional  increases  in  salinity  which  have  been 
found  in  the  past  have  been  duq  in  some  measure  to  some  depletion  of 
the  water  table  with  a consequent  inflow  of  brackish  water  from  the 
marshes.  However,  be  this  as  it  may,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
supply  cannot  be  augmented  materially  from  the  present  sources  and 
for  the  future  other  arrangements  will  be  needed. 

The  storage  facilities  in  the  town  provide  for  some  two  to  three 
hours  supply.  With  any  increase  in  demand  this  will  not  be  adequate.

In  our  opinion 
this  water  is  fit  for  drinking  purposes.
